Every phase of this under- 
taking- will be dealt with and the ar- 
rangements of staging the feature will 
receive consideration.

OF MUSCLES 
BY SCARTH 



Muscle Fibre Explained by 
Member of Staff 



GREAT INTEREST 



Open Discussion Followed 
Paper 



"The speaker of the evening has dis- 
covered one new clement which has never 
before been taken into account by other 
scientists." With these words one of the 
most prominent members of the Mudical 
Faculty congratulated Mr. G. A. Scarth, 
of the medical staff, on the results of 
investigations which lie has been carry- 
ing out with regard to the contraction 
and expansion of muscle fibre. 

Mr. Scartli, in a paper given before 
the Physiological Society last night, laid 
before the gathering his concilusions. 
The speaker went on to show the dif- 
ferent elements which former investi- 
gators had combined on establishing a 
theory which would explain the control 
which human beings possess over their 
muscles as well as the physiological con- 
struction which would permit of such 
control. After briefly sketching these 
theories, and giving the most obvious ob- 
jections, Mr. Scartli advanced his own 
theory, which takes into account the 
change in viscosity of the elements com- 
posing the protoplasm. This is the key 
to the whole theory which the speaker put 
forward. The idea of taking into con- 
sideration the varying viscosity of these 
elements is an entirely new departure 
in the physiological theories. 

The investigator went on to show, with 
the aid of slides, the results of his re- 
searches in connection with this subject. 
Spiragira was taken and the cellular 
construction was observed under the mi- 
croscope. The. substance was then treat- 
ed with several different kinds of sti- 
muli among which were thermal, cltec- 
tric and chemical . The changes observed 
in the material after the applications of 
this external stimuli was then recorded 
and led to the conclusion that without 
taking into account the viscosity of the 
elements no theory would ever fit per- 
fectly. Mr. Scorth then went on to give 
the theory which he himself had formu- 
lated. 

At the conclusion ot the paper, the 
meeting was thrown open for discussion 
by the president, Mr. Forster. Dr. 
Jolm Tait, Professor of Physiology, 
then took a hand in the discussion and, 
under the questioning of the well-known 
professor, many new points were brought 
to light and old ones cleared up. Dr. 
Tait pointed out to the members of the 
society the importance of the discovery 
miadc by Mr. Scarth, and complimented 
the society on their good fortune in ob- 
taining a speaker so well versed in his 
subject and of such great capacity. A 
vote of thanks was then passed and the 
meeting was then adjounwd.

The flag on the Arts building is flying 
at hall-mast today because of the death 
of Sir Thomas Roddick, Governor and 
ex-Doan of the Faculty ot Medicine of 
McGill. Sir Thomas was also a noted 
surgeon, and was twice member of Par- 
liament for St. Antoine division of Mont- 
real. He was a graduate of McGill, 
His death, which occurred yesterday 
morning, was caused by artcria scle- 
rosis. 

Sir Thomas is survived by his widow, 
Lady Roddick, and by three sisters, the 
Misses Emma and Margaret, of Mont- 
real, and Mrs. Kennedy, who resides 
at Knowllon, Que.

On Friday, February 23rd, at the 
Windsor Hotel, the third of a scries of 
lectures on Industrial Medicine will be 
given. Dr. Geo. C. Whipple will de- 
liver an address on "Industrial Sanita- 
tion.' 

These lectures have been arranged es- 
pecially for the benefit of the general 
public, and it is expected that many' in- 
terested in the industrial phase of the 
medical art will avail themselves of this 
opportunity. 

Luncheon tickets, one dollar each, will 
be on sale until Thursday at flyman's, 
150 St. James street; at Chapman's, 190 
Feel street, and at McGill. A few will 
be on sale at the hotel on Friday. 

•Dr. Geo. C. Whipple, who is to ad- 
dress this luncheon gathering, is profes- 
sor of Sanitary Engineering at Harvard. 
University, where he has gained consider- 
able fame for work in his chosen profes- 
sion. 

This lecture is the third of a série? 
of five that has been arranged by the 
University. 

The first, held un February 9th, was 
addressed by Dr. Bernard L. Wyatl, 
Director of the Laurcntidc Health Ser- 
vice, who delivered an interesting and 
instructive address on "Industrial Medi- 
cine." On February 16th Dr. Haven R, 
Emerson, of Columbia University, a 
member of the Department of Public 
Health Administration, addressed a 
similar gathering. Taking as his sub- 
ject "Periodic Health Examination in 
Industry," Dr. Emerson carefully out- 
lined the necessity of institutions, a 
practical system of health examination in 
all industries. 

The fourth and fifth lectures will be 
given on March 9th and loth respectively. 
On March 9th Dr. Lisley R. Williams, 
managing director of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association, will speak on "In- 
dustrial Health from the Standpoint of 
Tuberculosis," while Dr. VV. A. Saw- 
yer, medical director of the Eastman 
Kodak Company, who is the speaker at 
the last meeting, will make "TNc Physi- 
cian in Industry" his subject. 



Sir Thomas George Roddick, M.D., 
Knight Bachelor, who was tlic first 
colonial president of the British. Med- 
ical Association, being elected at a 
meeting in Montreal in (897, 'was the 
author of the Canada Medical Act, 
which finally passed the Dominion Par- 
liament in 1011.. It established a one 
portal system for rntrancc to the prac- 
tice of medicine in the Dominion, and 
the Medical Council of Canada was 
formed of représentatives from each 
province, Dr. Roddick being elected 
president 

Sir Thomas was born at Harbour 
Grace, Newfoundland, in 18-16, and was 
educated at the normal and model schools 
at Truro. N.S., graduating from Mc- 
Gill University, where he was awarded 
the Holmes Gold i\£ed;.) and final prize. 
For six years he was' bouse' surgeon of 
the Montreal General Hospital' and has 
long been associated with McGill. He 
became a lecturer on hygiene iii 187.1, 
demonstrator in anatomy in 187-1, pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery In 1875, pro- 
fessor of surgery in 1890 and Dean of 
the Faculty of Medicine in 1901. remain- 
ing in that office until 1908, when he 
became one of the Governors of the uni- 
versity. 

Sir Thomas organized the hospital and 
ambulance service in the Northwest re- 
bellion in 1885, and was mentioned in 
despatches and recommended for the 
order of C.M.G. He was elected to the 
House of Commons for St. Antoine di- 
vision, Montreal, in 1896, and sat until 
1904. 

Sir Thomas in I8S0 married Miss 
Marion McKinnon, of Pointe Claire, 
Que., who died in'1890. In 1906 he mar- 
ried Miss Amy Isddpath, the oldest 
daughter of the late Mr. ,T. J. Red- 
path, ot the Manor Hons;, Chislclmrst, 
England, a member of an old Montreal 
family.

OPPORTUNITY FOR 
WRITER OR ARTIST 



About thirty-five. University of Mont- 
real and McGill students of the Canadian 
Economic Problems group sat down to a 
dinner in Room I! Stratheona Hall last 
night at six o'clock, following which .1. 
N. Ponton, of Le bulletin des Agricul- 
teurs, St Paul .irréel, gave an informal 
talk on the problems affecting agriculture 
in Canada today. Dr* Best was in the 
chair* and the speaker was introduced by 
Nault, of the U. of M. 

The speaker classified lii.i remarks 
uiukr two heads or questions, which 
vitally concern the farmer and the coun- 
try as a whole, and then he went on to 
suggest a remedy and to point out how 
such problems were to be met. The first 
question with which he dealt w as, "What 
docs the farmer want:" He went on to 
say that the farmer who gets his living 
from the products of the soil is not capa- 
ble of determining to any great extent the 
quality or quantity of his returns, which 
are subjective to natural conditions. The 
farmer also may still not receive a 
good return in money from a good crop, 
due to market manipulation. The speaker 
said that because of the farmers' inabil- 
ity to regulate the value of their crop, 
they arc not finding in their labor an 
adequate remuneration and many are 
migrating to the cities, large rural sec- 
tions being depopulated • 

The second question dealt with the 
evils and hindrance sto agriculture, the 
first of which was the scarcity of capi- 
tal ill the country and its cxpensivencss 
when it could be secured. Mr. Ponton 
said that without capital no farmer could 
make a success, and today it was prac 
tically beyond his reach, due to the fart 
that before he can return it, it is dorm- 
ant for four or five years during which 
time, at eight per cent, an excessive in- 
terest charge accumulates. Another 
hindrance to agriculture, ' stated the 
speaker, were the middlemen, parasites 
who create neither wealth nor labor, who 
assume none of the risk carried by the 
fanner, yet by manipulation, buying and 
selling, receive a smiich as the producer. 
Thus they make it harder for the con- 
sumer and steal the profits of the pro- 
ducer. Transportation charges were 
mentioned, following which the speaker 
deplored the irregularity of the markets 
and the fact that there was no regulation 
of distribution. 

Mr. Ponton brought but the fact that 
production costs were too high. The 
farmer should create combines and nego- 
tiate with producers for r;rtv materials, 
instead of this they compete in both buy- 
ing and selling. 

The speaker also stressed the fact that 
rt more satisfactory system of education 
should be in effect in rural distrcts. lie 
said that the elementary schools in the 
country were giving the young boy 
training which was as effective as that 
given to the city boy. Fanners today 
must have really specialized training, 
because today farming is a science and 
demands competent men. He also said 
that the farmers also needed education in 
order that they might co-operate and 
devise means for their betterment, and 
that by no other means would the agri- 
culturists lie raised in public esteem. 

Mr. IV-ton concluded by saying that 
it was imperative that the Government 
formulate and carry out a national policy 
of assistance and investigation. 

Jules Derome, President of Students' 
Council of U. of M.. moved a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Ponton, following which 
there was sonic discussion.

Slightly over a hundred years ago there came into being an in- 
fant university, and. as an immediate result. Montreal became a 
university centre. These two facts, which are firmly bound together 
as if by adamantine links, are due to the generosity of James McGill 
and both the city and this educational institution, at which we arc 
privileged to be students, owe an insurmountable and unpayable 
debt to their Scotch benefactor. 

But there is much more than this. Montreal and McGill have 
derived a world of benefits from each other, and as the city and the 
unh ersity have grown to greater and greater proportions they have 
become welded together by the steady and powerful process of 
time in a manner which is seldom thought of or realised. Montreal, 
during the past century, has sprung away from the limitations of 
ait insignificant city until it has reached the eminence of a metro- 
polis of world wide importance. To-day it is one of the greatest 
seaports on this continent, and plays a vital part in the world's 
trade and commerce. 

* McGill also lias grown as the years have slipped away, and in- 
stead of being an educational baby, clothed in swaddling clothes, it 
has now reached a stage of maturity and wisdom, being so recog- 
nised by and honoured among the greatest universities of the world. 

But as McGill and Montreal have grown together, so have they 
lived in intimate relations one with another, and vital connections 
have resulted. The University, and there is no doubt about this, 
owes much to the city, not only because of concrete and visible sup- 
port, but also because of many abstract and intangible advantages. 
In times of stress and financial difficulties many citizens and busi- 
ness organizations of Canada's greatest city have helped to break 
down die walls which blocked the way to success, and for this fact 
alone we should be everlastingly grateful. Montreal's homes have 
to, a great extent been thrown open to the students and often there 
has been in evidence the warm and gracious spirit of true hospital- 
ity. How many grads, even those in far off lands, remember their 
Montreal friends, and how many students of to-day are building 
up enduring tics of friendship with the good people of the town! 
And in addition to this, McGill and her students derive all the bene- 
fits that may be found in the life of a great city, such as the theatre, 
music, art, and varied amusements.

Eut besides the regular courses in the dif- 
ferent faculties, the university has done much in the way of exten- 
jyph scries and the ever increasing popularity of these is sufficient 
pfbpf of their value. There arc also the museums and the libraries 
from which the public may derive much pleasure and benefit, and 
the college athletes yearly offer many classics to the lover of clean 
arid* true sport. 

Such things cannot be calculated in figures ; in cold dollars and 
cents or even in "words, words, words,", for surely it is a great debt. 

And so the city and the university face the unknown together, 
depending one upon another to a large extent. If the years to come 
awpHke the years that have past, all should be well, and both should 
miiîch on to much greater successes than have been previously at- 
tained .

(Special to the Thcban Daily Chron- 
icle). 

The bank of dull grey clouds, that 
.uakes winter travel in northern Eu- 

opc so unpleasant lor the civilized 
Oriental tourist, cleared away for a 
tew hours this morning before a stiff 
northerly breeze, and an unusually 
large crowd of trippers and inquisitive 
natives thronged about the new shaft, 
Yhich was begun under the direction 
of, the Emir Halik three weeks ago. 

From a few papyri discovered in a 
chest by one of the more active archao- 
logists yesterday afternoon it is now 
quite certain thai the shaft leads down 
into the ancient church of St. Peter 
oi Westminster, better known among 
the ancient Britons as Westminster 
Abbey. The Emir Halik informed 
your correspondent this morning that 
he had always nursed a pet theory 
.•■.bout the location of the historic ab- 
bey ever since Fusan Bey startled the 
scientific world twenty years ago with 
his subterranean excavations in the in- 
terior of the old British Legislative 
Building, which is about a stone's 

brow away from the site of the Emir's 
finid.' 

Work underground has progressed 
so favourably the last few days that 
the native working parties have begun 
to bring up some of the remains of the 
quaintly gorgeous art "treasures stored 
;n the interior. Like all symbols of a 
greatness long passed away, even the 
most callous observer cannot look up- 
oh them without a certain feeling of 
awe, although so many centuries have 
elapsed since the known world was 
dominated by the fair skinned races 
from the North. 

The first object to reach the sur- 
face was a curiously carved wooden 
chair, said to be the throne of the an- 
cient Pharaohs or Kings of Britain. 
A- it was being carried through the 
crowd to be crated for shipment to 
Cairo, the bottom of the stand broke 
away, and a black oblong stone about 
i cubit long rolled onto the ground. 
Professor Al Imuk of the University 
oi Assuan, claims this to be the an- 
cient stone of Scone, upon which the 
mouarchs of North Britain were 
crowned some ten centuries before the 
African conquest. 

A working party under the com- 
mand of the Emir's nephew created a 
great. deal of hMarity among the on- 
lookers when they emerged above 
;;rounrl just before the luncheon hour 
all covered from head to foot with a 
tine white chalky dust, and looking as 
if they had been through a flour mill. 
One of the archcologists laughingly 
explained that they had been digging 
rtbout in what was known as the Poets' 
Corner, and. that as the ancient Brit- 
tiins had only the most rudimentary 
knowledge of the embahncr's art, this 
dust was nothing more than the ca'l- 
cmed remains of its buried denizens. 
A rich Nubian tourist and sonic of the 
■Members of his party hit upon the in- 
genious idea of preserving some of 
bis poetic dust in an envelope. 

A large load of sacred vessels will 
probably sec. the light of day in the 
course of the afternoon if operations 
proceed according to schedule. They 
■ arc awaited with a great deal of in- 
tvrcst by the more erudite members of 
the expedition, who expect to dispel 
the mystery that surrounds the origin 
and customs of the Essenic-Hcbraic- 
Pagan religion of the ancient Britons. 

A search is still 'being carried on in 
the cast chapel for the burying place 
jf Edward the Confessor, the reputed 
I'oundcr of the Abbey. This Edward 
is not to be confused with another one 
of the same name and dynasty, in the 
reign of whose son a party of ghouls 
broke into the tomb of our Pharaoh 
Tutunkhamen. 

News reached London yesterday 
that an offshoot from the main party, 
which liavc been touring the eastern 
part of the Island under the instruc- 
tions of the Emir Halik, have made a 
mos-t interesting find in a valley near 
the Welsh Marches, on the site of the 
ancient town of Stratford or Straf- 
tordc, situated on the banks of the 
Avon. Under some fifteen feet of 
nibble which covered tlic stone floor- 
ing of the Church of the Trinity a slab 
was found, marking the grace of a 
certain William Shakespeare, a dra- 
matist and writer of the light amorous 
verse — said to have been alive at the 
time of the woman-queen. Elizabeth, 
.•.nd whom the Britains held in very 
high esteem. On digging down some 
iéVenteen feet under the paving of 
the church at a spot in front of the 
aitar and near the north wall of the 
chancel, they came upon the literary 
4 gentleman's remains, which, on ac- 
count of his undoubted renown, will 
probably be sent to the Royal Museum 
a! Alexandria. A quaint little rune in 
tjuatrain verse-form was decyphcred on 
the flag-stone covering the grave. For 
the interest of scholars versed in Brit- 
ish lore it is here transcribed in the 
peculiar dialect of the third dynasty: 
"Good friend, for Jesus' sake forbcarc 
"To digg the dust enclosed heare; 
'Blest be the man that spares these 
stones, 

"And curst be he that moves my 
bones." 



A rather unflattering estimate of 
the character of the ancient Britoms is 
the only possible conclusion to be 
drawn iront this poignant little obitu- 
ary, as the devastation oi the pyra- 
mids in the upper and lower kingdoms 
in our own country is a manifest prooi 
of an unwillingness on their part to 
practise what they preached. 

To-morrow morning the sarcopho- 
gus o fthe Pharaoh Henry VI II, who 
was burned in special nu_>rluary 
chamber adjoining the Abbey, will be 
opened in the presence of Murad 
Pascha, the special rcpreseiitalivc of 
the President of the Egyptian Repub- 
lic. — AJAX. 



BOOKS ONE READS 



. "THE EDUCATION OF A 
MUSIC LOVER." 
„ By Edward Dickinson. 

Music may have charms to sootthe 
the savage beast, but it seems to 
have even greater rascliiation tor the 
cultivated mind and tJie educated car. 
There is much more in music than 
meets the naked eye, so to speak, and 
Professor Dickinson has set hiansclf 
the task of analyzing the hidden 'beau- 
tics so that they may be more easily 
discernible to the listener. Address- 
ing himself to "that class of music 
lovers known as amateurs or dilct- 
tani" (Thank you, Professor!), he 
has undertaken to teach them the ele- 
ments of that knowledge without 
which the full and complete enjoyment 
of music is impossible. 

In case we have any doubts on the 
matter, we arc given the assurance that 
by thus increasing our know ledgfc we 
will lose nothing of that rapturej and 
fire intoxication which was formerly 
ours. On the contrary, we will so ad- 
just our mind that the beauties, of de- 
tail will reach us as well as tlic glory 
of the whole. As a French wriler puts 
it, "the laboratories are crowded with 
retorts, Sowers and leaves arc dissect- 
ed under the microscope. But nothing 
of all this lias spoiled the graces of the 
springtime or the splendors of setting 
suns." 

The beauty of any musical work is 
essentially one of melody and har- 
mony, and some knowledge of these is 
essential to a true appreciation of 
that beauty. How obtain this know 
ledge? "To so slight a degree," says 
Dickinson, "does established law reign 
in matters of nuclody that we arc 
sometimes almost provoked to say 
that a taste in tintes is as irresponsible 
as a preference in—salads or. millinery." 
(p. 72.) What we can at ieast do, 
however, is to widen the confines of 
our musical apprehension so that not 
merely the simple tune, but the intri- 
cate windings of a tone stream in a 
Beethoven symphony or a Wagnerian 
drama may alike be appreciated. In 
our study of harmony we must learn 
the art of "listening to all the -simul 
tançons parts a t osicc," so that the 
beauty of none of them may be lost 
to us. And in our perception of both 
melody and harmony wc must leave 
behind us our prejudices and prccon 
ccptions, and pcrsundc our unwilling 
ear to accept tone combinations and 
tone sequences at which it naturally 
rebels. 

Some interesting questions arc raised 
in the chapters on performance. 
Should the performer attempt faith- 
fully to reproduce what the 'composer 
wished to say, or should he so trans- 
form it by his own genius anil his own 
personality as to make it in essence a 
new creation? In singing, in which 
there appears to be a constant strug- 
gle for supremacy bctwccji melody 
and meaning, between the music and 
the drama, how may a balajnce best be 
struck? Is it ever necessary for one 
to give way to the other? And if so, 
which one? Dicktnson seldom at- 
tempts to decide definitely upon these 
issues. His own position is usually a 
compromise between opposing views, 
— a wise position to adopt, in view of 
the wide diversity of opinions express- 
ed' by. the "experts." 

In the final chapter, "The Music 
Lover and the Higher Law," Dickin- 
son has something to say to those 
learned musical critics who insist up- 
on applying moral categories to all 
the music which they hear. One 
well-known writer finds Chopin's 
music "saturated with the color and 
mood of sex." Another insists that 
Schumann's D minor symphony is 
"that obvious autobiography of trium- 
phant love." There is here nothing 
but an "odd jumble of psychologic and 
aesthetic confusions." Music can not 
be moral or unmoral per sc; good mu- 
sic is not ethicat music, but music that 
is well-composed. Its plasticity en- 
ables us to stamp upon it whatever 
qualities we like, but these qualities 
arc of our own making, not inherent 
in the music. If Dickinson is right, as 
he seems to be, how the critic gives 
himself away when he finds, for exam 



"unless they can sec that it makes a 
positive contribution to moral and in- 
tellectual progress." Dickinson pleads 
for a delight in music for its own sake,' 
for a wholesome enjoyment of beauty 
without ulterior motives. If we Si- 
sist that mubic needs a "passport." Ave 
can find an excellent one in its pcfwrr 
to increase the joy of the world. 

'I bis sketch of "The Educaticmi of a 
Music Lover" can give only a faint 
idea al best of the excellent material 
which it contains. It is well written 
and well conceived, and even though 
it may not quite make good musical 
critics of all of us, it al least makes 
several things much clearer. It suf- 
fers much, of course» from the incvit 
able drawback, conumon to all books 
of its kind, that it can only illustrate 
my reference, and that it must leave 
to our imagination and to our too- 
pooriy-stocked musical memory what 
wc would prefer to have presented to 
our senses. If only somebody would 
play lor us, as wc read, the fugues and 
nocturnes and symphonies to which 
Dickinson coubtantly refers, wc could 
really learn a great deal. However, 
half a loaf is better than none at all. 
Don't read it on the street-car, 
though, or when you have an odd ten 
minutes to spare. Sit down some even- 
ing at your desk, close the door, and 
read carefully. There arc many things 
in the book which need more than a 
casual glance for their proper under 
standing.

"THE THREE GOD-

By Peter B. Kyne. 

Peter B. Kyne has written many i 
books that arc high in ihc scale cfi 
modern fiction. "Cappy Ricks," "Tjfic 
Valley of the Giants," and "Kindled 
of the Dusl," arc excellent talcs and 
well told. 

However, in this recent effort* Kyne 
shows us that he is nothing if not ver- 
satile. "The Three Godfathers" 
sounds the depths as "Kindtjcd of the 
Dust" touched the heights. 

The plot is threadbare, and moth- 
eaten, the characters monotonous, the 
descriptions careless and colourless, 
and the sentiment which overruns the 
ninety-five pages is maudlin in the ex- 
treme. 

Here and there one glimpses flashes 
of Kyne's genius — for genius he cer- 
tainly has — flashes lost in the wilder- 
ness as surely as were the Three Bad 
Men God-fathers of whom Kyne 
writes. The impression that remains 
is that Peter B. Kyne found himself 
with nothing to do and with a whole 
evening to do it in, and so sat himself 
down and dictated "The Three God 
Fathers." Under the same extenuat- 
ing conditions patrons of circulating 
libraries will be forgiven for reading 
it.

Paul 
Grct, "Special features in design will 
make the gallery among the most 
modern it: existence.

'•The lighting especially has been 
carefully considered in the plans. The 
windows will be constructed high in 
the wall- to -lied light downward on 
the picture. We believe that a picture 
is at its best when the light falls upon 
it in tin - same way as in the studio 
where the painting was done, and
